Russian marines have been landed at 
Chemuipo,Corea, to protect the Russian le- 
gation at Seoul, but while the legation guards 
of other nations are permitted to proceed to 
the Corean capital, Japan is preventing the 
Russians from going there. As Corea is still 
an. independent state, Japan’s act is prac- 
tically an act of war. 


Bizerta Fleet May Catch Cruisers.

| One Lone Note of Peace. 
Tho only peaceful note sounding anywhere 
on the continent this morning is a brief dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg to the Paris Revue 
Russe, which says: 

“The probability of war is decreasing. 
At the present moment Russia cannot make 
ua casus belli of a temporary landing of Jap- 
anese troops at a Corean port with the ob- 
ject of maintaining order.“ 


Activity in Two Capitals. 
There are two indications this morning 
that something definite is about to develop 
in the far eastern crisis. | 

| The first of these indications, according 
to the Tokio correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, is that an urgency meeting. of 
the Japanese cabinet has been called for 
today, and the gecond is that the members 
of the British cabinet have been notified 
to assemble on Saturday. 

The meeting of the Japanese ¢abinet has 
almost certainly been called for the purpose 
of considering the reply of Russia to the 
last Japanese note, and it is equally certain 
that the meeting of the British cabinet will 
be for the purpose of discussing the attitude 
of Great Britain in the light of the Russian 
reply. | 
This question is beginning to be most anx- 
iously discussed by the British press. 


| Fear for England’s Position. 
| Bditorials in this morning’s papers are al- 
most unanimous in admitting that even if 
the war should be confined to Rusia and 
Japan, Great Britain cannot possibly see 
Japan crushed, and that, although not called 
upon to interfers by the terms of the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty, and that while hostilities 
may be confined to the two nations, yet in the 
event of Japan suffering a great naval de- 
feat Great Britain would be almost com- 
pelled to go to her assistance. 
Thus,“ as the Daily Telegraph observes, 
the cabinet will be galled upon to discuss 
not only the mature of the obligations arising 
out of the Anglo-Japanese alliance, but also 
the limite of British neutrality in the event 
of a Russo-Japanese war.““ 

Some of the papers, apparently doubting, 
trom the record of the present government, 
its ability to deal with such a difficult situa- 
tion, urge that a plain indication of Great 
Britain's intentions would be most effective 
in averting war. 

Asks if Government Is Ready. 

The Morning Post asks: “ What has the 
government done by way of preparation for 
a War on à great scale in 1904?“ 

The Daily Mail wants Russia notified that, 
“under no circumstances will Great Britain 
permit the Russian Black sea fleet to pass 
the Dardanelles" and urges the admiralty 
to “pee that the navy is quite ready for 
emergencies.”

CRUISER’S BOILERS BLOW UP; 
KILL FORTY-THREE PERSONS, 


Accident Takes Place on British War 
Vessel Wallaroo Off Coast of Austral- 


SYDNEY, N. 8. W., Jan. 7, 5 a. m.—Forty- 
three persons have been killed by the ex- 
plosion of the boilers on the British cruiser 
Wallaroo. 

The cruiser, which was proceeding to Ho- 
bart, signaled Montague island, 230 miles 
south of Sydney, reporting the disaster, but 
giving no details. It is returning, and is 
expected here tomorrow. 

The Wallaroo. is a third class cruiser of 
2.575 tons displacement, used for Austral- 
asian trade protection. It was built at Bis- 
wick in 1889 at a cost of $580,000. It is 
equipped with Hawthorn engines of 7,500 
horse power. The cruiser carries 20 guns 
and 218 men. It has a speed of 19 knots, 
The vessel formerly was named the Pereian:

Campus Buildings to Be Included in 
General Inspection by Evans- 
con Authorities. 


Members of the board of trustees of 
the Northwestern university faculty -ster- 
day declared that steps would be taken at 
once to put every structure in fireproof con- 
dition, both in regard to number of exits 
and fire escapes. | 

Every building on the campus will be ex- 
amined by the committee composed of Ald. 
Charities 8. Wallace and N. P. Willlams and 
Fire Marshal Edward Mersch. An inspec- 
tion was made of the Evanston halls and 
churches, and a report will be made to 
the city council recommending many altera-, 
tions and improvements. 

There undoubtedly is an opportunity for 
another Iroquois tragedy in the daily chapel 
service of the university at Lunt library,” 
said Dean Thomas F. Holgate yesterday, 
The agsembly hall has only two narrow 
exits and no fire escape. I have written to 
the business manager and expect steps to be 
taken at once to equip the building with

Old College building is the only building 
on the campus heated by an interior plant. 
Its stairways are narrow and there is no fire 
escape. Fisk hall, where dramatic perform- 
ances are held, is without asbestos curtain 
or fire apparatus. University hall has two 
exits on every floor and is considered safe 
by the authorities. 

The council committee said last evening 
the Pythian hall must be closed, and others 
might have to be similarly dealt with. This 
hall is on the top floor of a four story build- 
ing. The only exit is by three fiights of nar- 
row stairs, and underneath is a paint store.

Technically 
the inquest will be held over the body of 
Miss Mary Edna Torney, 1292 West Adams 
street, and 564 others.“ The name of this 
victim was selected for convenience in estab- 
lishing the proofs. 
Deputy Coroner Buckley knew Miss Torney 
and arrived on the scene of the ffre a few 


He was able to locate the two policemen who 
had handled the body. The check to her seat 
in the theater was found in her clothing. 


“Shocks and Injury” Verdict. 

Precise evidence can therefore be deduced 
as to the circumstances of her death, and 
these circumstances will be interpreted to 
apply in general to the 504 others.“ Al- 
though some died of asphyxiation, some of 
burns, and some from concussion, the jury 
will find that death in each of the 565 casés 
resulted from “ shocks and injury.” The 
jury will sign a separate verdict for each 
victim. 

The first of the 200 witnesses will be the 
eurvivors of the audience.

Fulkerson to Give Evidence.

COLISHUM MADE 90 CLOSE

from the fourth floor of the children’s ward 
at the Cook County hospital to the third 
floor, also crowded with babies’ beds, and 
then another single flight of steps—this is 
the only way down to safety for sick chil- 
dren and their nurses. 

There could hardly be a fire in the chil- 
dren’s department of the hospital without 
the consequent death of scores of helpless 
babies. Warden Happel admitted last even- 
ing that it was the most dangerous part of 
the entire establishment. He declared tiat 
only the utmost care and watchfulnees was 
the salvation of the children. 


Year More of Constant Peril. 


Wooden stairways with railings of wood, 
floors of the same material, kitchen stoves on 
every floor with fires of coal, windows cov- 
ered with heavy wire screens, no elevators, 
three nurses alone on duty at night, a long 
separation from the other part of the build- 
ing—these are some of the conditione that 
place the lives of the sick children of Cook 
county in peril. A new building has been 
planned, but it possibly will be a year before 
it can be occupied. : 

“Must the danger continue until then T' is 
che question visitors have asked. 


Wards Filled with Patients. 


The children’s ward occupies the third and 
fourth floors of the north wing of the build- 
ing. The fourth floor really is only an attic. 
Until four years ago this upper room only 
had been used as a storeroom. Then the 
increased demand for rooms and cots for the 
accommodation of the children became so 
great that the rubbish was removed and 
twenty-five beds were put in position. 

On the third floor are most of the little 
patients. The floor space is almost filled with 

the fron cots and, at this season, almost all 
‘are filled. There are rooms for the nurses, 
a kitchen, storerooms, and in the rear a 
small porch where the children play in the 
summer time. This porch is walled in with 
wire netting nailed or screwed to the posts. 
A man might be able to tear it away. The 
netting was placed there to prevent the 
children from climbing on the railing and 
falling to the ground, forty feet below. 
The. second floor is a ward for men. On 
the first floor is an emergency room. There 
would be no difficulty in reaching any of the 
windows on the second floor with ladders. 


The Coliseum, Sixteenth street and Wabash 
avenue, in which the republican national con- 
vention of 1904 is to be held, has come under 
the censure of the building department and 
yesterday was closed by order of D. E. Stan- 
hope, deputy commissioner.

I am satisfied we are all right as to the 
Coliseum proper, but there may be: somo 
technicalities in regard to the annex which 
we may de called upon to rectify. We shall 
see that all requirements are met.“ 

Later the mätter was investigated by 
Graeme Stewart, national committeeman. 
from IJlMnois, and Senator Henna. Their in- 
vestigation over, both expressed the opinion 
that there is no safer building in the world. 
Mr. Stewart said: 

“I feel great personal responsibility in the 
matter, and if the Coliseum is not a safe

He says he learns that when 
the torpedo flotilla was placed on a war 
footing in December a magnificent incident 
occurred. The naval officers volunteered en 
m for that dangerous service, and the 
authorities were perplexed at 
having to exclude so many officers.” 
The Standard’s Tokio correspondent says 
that the Russian warships which until re- 
cently were in Corean waters are returning 
hastily to Port Arthur. He adds that the 
fall in stocks continues unchecked.

China Turns Toward Japan. 

A Pekin telegram states the Chinese gov- 
ernment is deaf to persuasions of the Rus- 
man minister, who is trying to induce it to 
send a special commissioner to Port Arthur 
to, negotiate there on the Manchurian ques- 
tien. Moreover, Chine is pleased with 
Japan's resolute attitude toward Russia, 
and has almost decided, in the event of war, 
that she will be neutral. 3 
Both American and Japanese treaties with 
China will be ratified, completed, and ex- 
changed in a week. This is regarded as most 
significant. Commenting on the situation, 
the Daily Telegraph adds: “ All the latest 
information to hand from Russia confirms 
the opinion long since held in diplomatic 
circles that the war party has got the upper 
hand in court, and that Count Lamsdorft 
and the foreign officers have practically no 
voice in the ultimate decision. If such be 
the case, peace is hopeless.” 

Sees Way to Keep Peace.

PARIS, Jan. 6.—Count de la Vaulx, the 
well known balloonist, made the following 
comments tod in connection with the an- 
nounced intention of the aeronaut Capazza, 
Prof. Berget of the Sorbonne university, and 
M. Reclus, the well known geographer, to 
make an attempt to cross the Atlantic ina 
balloon: 

The project is wonderful, but putting it in 
execution at this moment is folly. Theoret- 
ically, a balloon can remain a week in the 
air, but it is far from theory to practice. 

The longest time I have remained in the 
air in all my ascensions was forty-one hours, 
In order to make properly the attempt the 
expedition should work progressively until 
it arrived at a stage when it can safely act 
upon the ocean, as on the Atlantic the least 
imperfection will result in a catastrophe.”

PRINCESS DECLARED BANKRUPT 


| Eventful Career of Alexandra of Ysem-

BERLIN, Jan. 6.—The Princess Alexandra 
of Ysembourg and Buedingen has been de- 
clared a bankrupt. The princess was first 
married to a cousin, from whom she was 
soon diverced. She then married Baron von 
Pagenhardt and bore him six children. The 
princess was again divorced, and she allowed 
the baron $1,250 yearly, she retaining and 
educating the children. Later the baron’s 
allowance was discentinued. He then forced 
a mortgage of $75,000 on the princess’ estate. 
The princess settled the matter by resuming 
payment of the baron’s allowance, and he 
married the daughter of a millionaire, where- 
upon the princess again stopped the baron’s 
allowance. He then took legal steps to have 
the princess declared a bankrupt.

THE KANSAS RAILROAD DISASTER. 

The first serioug railroad disaster of the 
new year occ gen Wednesday morning 
near Willard, 4 Rock Island, Califor- 
nia. and Mexico express train having been 
wrecked by a headon collision with a cattle 
train. Twenty- persons gre known to 
have been killed, dnd, if reports are correct, 
nearly every 1 on the train, except 
those in the two Sleepers at the rear, was 
injured. 

The reports of the disaster do not throw 
light upon the causes which led up to it 
and indicate where immediate responsibility 
for it should be pldted. Somebody blundered. | 
Somebody either disobeyed orders or was 
negligent in the performance of his duty, 
for there would have been no collision had 
not such been the case. There is no excuse | 
for a headon collision in the present era 
of railroad operation. Most of the railroad 
wrecks last year were the result of collisions | 
of this kind, occibioned by gross careless- 
ness aud disregard of the simplest precau- 
tions. It is timd they should be stopped. 
The investigation of this latest disaster 
should be as rigid and exhaustive as those 
which are now besng made in the ease of the 
Iroquois theater horror. | 

If men are clearly to blame, punish the 
guilty parties. If the system is at fault, 
change the system. Improved methods of 
railroad operation are needed. 


JAPANESE PLAN OF CAMPAIG! 

It is ostentatiously announced from 
that the Japanese contemplate an inv: 
of Corea with 35,000 men. It may, tosvtie, 
seem strange that they have waited so long 
to occupy Corea, which is not Russian ter- 
ritory, and the oceupation of which Russia 
could not cofigider an act of war. Corea is 
the casus belli. Why does not Japan take 
time by the forelock and the hermit 
kingdom now? 

Perhaps because, though the fight will be 
about Corea, it will not be in Corea. Per- 
haps the Japanese would rather fight in the 
enemy’s country than in that which is 
already more than half their own. Per- 
haps they know that by no possibility could 
they strike a telling blow at Russia unless 
they took one of its three great fortresses, 
Viadivostok, Port Arthur, or Dalny. Now, 
though Japan might well invade Corea be- 
fore war was declared, it certainly could not 
invade Manchuria without committing an 
act of war. And it also coujd not invade 
Manchuria = first winning on sea, 


Perhaps, then, the mikado is waiting first 
until all hope of peace is averted, next until 
he beats the Muscovite at sea pefore be- 
ginning his land gampaign on the continent 
of Asia. 

If both thing’ came to pass he could 
strike, perhaps, not at Corea but at the 
ung peninsula, at the foot 
Port Arthur and Dalny. 
panese, having won at 
sea, decided to Qecupy some point on the 
Liaotung penins@la, on the railroad north 
of Dalny and Port Arthur? What would 
be the advantageiof the move} First, they 
would have a sea base and short line of 
communication to it which ld not be 
severed. The railroad runs along the west 
coast of the Liaotung. To take a position 
upon it the invaders would not need to get 
from under the shelter of their naval guns. 
So, if defeated, they would not be annihi- 
lated, but could find a ready retreat to their 
base. 

Second, the invaders would effectually be- 
siege two of Russia’s strongest fortresses 
without necessarily coming within cannon 
shot of either one. The fleet would prevent 
succor by sea, the possession of the rail- 
road and surrounding cowntry would pre- 
vent succor by land. Owing to the narrow 
contour of the peninsula the ships could 
blockade three sides and troops but one 
a reversal of the usual c¥stom and a great 
advantage to the country with the victorious 
fleet. 

Third, the Japanese would achieve at 
one fell blow Napoleon’é constant object— 
to divide his enemies. The Russian troops 
are scattered all over Manchuria, with 
large garrisons in Port Arthur, Dalny, 
Mukden,.

They 
found that in the years 1900, 1901, and 1902 
the losses in ordinary buildings equipped 
with sprinklers in the downtown district 
were .009 per $100, while the losses in un- 
equipped buildings were .95 per $100. They 
further found in a study of the period from 
1892 to 1901 that— 


The bulldings equipped with the automatic 
sprinkler show fewer losses than those that are 
fireproof and not equipped. It appears that so far 
as this record is concerned the so-called fire traps 
equipped with sprinklers are a safer proposition 
than the modern fireproof buildings unequipped. 


“ But the sprinklers go off without being 
asked and produce devastating floods,” 
The fire protection engineers don’t think so. 


Most of them have installed sprinkler sys- 
tems. And the silks and laces which they 
have at stake are a thousand.times more 
valuable than the gauze and tinsel endan- 
gered on a stege. | 
Automatie sprinklers, arranged row on 
row, opening with the heat, discharging 
each of them a barrel of water a minute 
in a dense, swirling spray, carrying the rec- 
ommendation of the most experienced fire 
protection engineers—if these ingenious de- 
vices of modern science are withdrawn from 
the theater ordinance what is the use of 
science or of experience?

O much attention has been attracted of 


late to Kisheneff and to the possibility 

of another massacre of the Jews taking 

place there this week--tomorrow was 

the day set for the outbreak-—that it 

may be just as well to mention that Prince 
Urussoff, the governor of Bessarabia, the 
province in which Kisheneff is situated, is 
probably the most liberally disposed of all 
the higher dignitaries of the Muscovite ad- 
ministration with regard to the Jewish race. 
The prince, in fact, has achieved distinction 
by presenting a memorandum to the czar 
strongly advocating the abrogation of all 
special laws aimed against the Jews. The 
prince attributes no little of the prevailing 
prosperity of the province of Bessarabia to 
the industry of the Jews, not merely as trad- 
ers but also as agriculturists on the land 
near the towns and cities. He states that 
they have been particularly successful in the 
cultivation of the tobacco plant, that they 
are also useful in facilitating the export of 
Bessarabian produce, especially wines, to 
foreign countries, and according to him it is 
only because special laws of an oppressive 
character weigh upon the Jews too harshly 
that some of them have been induced to dab- 


He has organized an imperial 
the purpose of dealing with the matter, and 
with the object of codifying and amending 
the existing statutes relating to the Jews.

Prince Henry is the eldest son of that 
enormously wealthy old prince of Pless who 
is grand huntsman to the crown of Prussia 
and chancellor of the Prussian Order of the 
Black Eagle. His younger son, Count Con- 
rad Hochberg, was in this country last fall, 
and his eldest son, the one to whom I have 
referred above as having been successfully 
treated with serum for tuberculosis, was for 
several years connected with the German 
embassy in London, where he married the 
daughter of Col. and Mrs. Cornwallis West. 

A sister of the young princess of Pless, 
who is one of the most famous beauties of 
the courts of St. James and of Berlin, is the 
wife of the present duke of Westminster, 
while their brother, George Cornwallis West, 
married the American born widow of the 
late Lord Randolph Churchill. |

HE establishment of a school for the 
study of domestic science and arts in 
this city was the outcome of grave 
thought, of much careful considera- 
tion, and was undertaken with the wélly

The aids and assistants were chosen care- 
fully with the view of giving td. in- 
struction in all lines pertaining to this good 
work. The foundation of the well being and 
happiness of the community lies in the home 
it ig the aim of the school so to teach 
women to make the homes the first consid- 
eration in their lives. They are what we 
make them—good, bad, or indifferent. 

The precepts and practices intensified and 
demonstrated in our Own individual lives 
through the effect of education or ignorance 
in home making will be carried out in our 
families for weal or woe more than any 
Other worldly actions known to humanity. 
Good housekeeping makes good, happy, and 
prosperous homes. Are our homes carefully 
managed or indifferently cared for? 


This is a most vital question to ask our- 
If we are behind in 
the best methods, let us see that many of 
the homes of this year will be given to a 
thorough consideration of domestic science. 
A gathering together of home makers to 
consider the best for our homes has been 
urged. May we hope it will be eld? In the 
following out of these suggestions we. might 
be enabled so to equip our homes as to meet 
any untoward emergency.

Millions go out and return at rise and set 
of sun to daily work for dear life and for 
those who ard dearer than life itself. How 
vastly important that these vast armies of 
men, women, and children should have good 
homes. Every known means or attainable 
method should be used to make their homes 
those of economy, comfort, and good cheer, 
‘fully abreast with all the details that help | 
to make life Worth living. 

It is the purpose of the schools of domestic 
science and arts, scattered over the coun- 
try, to teach women and girls to Become, the 
best of home makers. These schools should 
become so crowded that a demand from the 
people would be for more.

Will not 
some one wake up to the necessity of endow- 
ing or giving financial aid to a school in this 
city that is doing so much for one of the 
most important factors in living?

Who sees many a fertile summer's fruits 
and greens vanish out of reach finds a good 
friend in cabbage, which may be transformed 
with delicate magic into many a fine, dainty 
besides an accompaniment to boiled ham. 
CABBAGH. A LA CREME-—Strip of the 
outside poor leaves from a small, solid head 
of cabbage, remove the core and ends of the 


the leaves in coarse shreds, and throw ft into 
plenty of cold, well salted water for an hour. 
Have on the fire, in a large saucepan, three 
quarts of water boiling, to which has been 
added a teaspoonful of saleratus and a table- 
spoonful of salt. Having drained the cabbage 
entirely free from water, place it in the boll- 
ing water and cover tight until it boils, when 
at once uncover it, and cook it fast until 
tender—about ten to flfteen minutes, In a 
smaller saucepan dissolve a tablespoonful of 
butter, stir in it a tablespoonful of sifted 
flour until it is smooth, then pour on a cup- 
ful of boiling milk. Stir until it boils; and 
season with salt, white pepper, and a few 
grains of grated nutmeg. Having taken the 
cabbage from the fire and poured it into the 
colander, allow the water to drain away from 
it entirely: then add it to the sauce already 
prepared. Stir it on the fire-until hot, pile it 
high on a hot platter, surround it with tri- 
angles of toasted bread, and send to table. 

CABBAGE A LA ST. DENIS—Quarter a 
médium solid head of cabbage, remove the 
loose leaves, cut out the core, wash well, and | 
parboil twenty minutes in well salted water. 
Cool in fresh water, gently press out all the 
‘water when it is cool and put on cloth. Pre- 
pare a stuffing as follows: Place on the fire 
a large onion, cut fine, and a tablespoonful 
of butter in a saucepan. Fry a little, add 
half a level teaspoonful of each of salt and 
grated nutmeg and a few grains of white 
pepper. Add to it now three cupfuls of 
crumbs of bread, previously steeped in cold 
water, and with all the water squeezed out 
by wringing in acloth; two beaten eggs, three 
tablespoonfuls of chopped parsley, half a 
pound of sausage meat, and cupful of boliing 
milk. Stir all these ingredients ‘together 
until hot and a paste is formed tha‘, after a 
little more stirring, ceases to adhere to the 
bottom and sides of the saucepan, Slit the 
cabbage, remove the remainder of the core, 
if any, fill with the forcemeat equally divided 
between the four pleces, reconstruct and en- 
fold in thin slicés of fat salt pork. Tie in 
shape with a string, place in a sauce and 
moisten with a quart of fat broth and a glass 
ot sherry. Cover tightly and cook slowly 
for two hours, until the liquid is reduced to a 
glaze. Drain, uritie, remove the pork, and 
dish the cabbage on its hot platter, Add a 
cupful of boiling broth to the contents of the 
saucepan. Carefully skim off all the grease, 
thicken with a tablespoonful of flour diluted 
with a little cold water, strain over the eab- 
bage, and send to table.

Pranes and Prisms—- 
Were the old words to repeat for making 
pretty mouths, prunes without prisms make 
pretty winter dishes. 
PRUNE SOUFFLE.—Pick over and wash 
one pound prunes through several waters, 
cover with fresh cold water and soak over- 
night. Place in double boiler and cook slow- 
ly till most. tender; stone and rub through 
sieve; sweeten to taste; have two cupfuls of 
the liquor, stir over fire till scalding hot, stir 
in beaten yolks of three eggs. When cold 
beat the whites of six eggs to stiff froth and 
stir into the mixture; turn into deep baking 
dish and bake one-half hour in moderate 
oven. Serve immediately with liquid sauce. 
PRUNE MERINGUE. — One-half pound 
prunes boiled soft and put through sieve. 
Do not use the water they were bpiled in. 
One cup ulated sugar, the whites of six 
eggs beaten Sight and added to the prunes. 
Bake one-half hour in moggrateoven. Serve 
cold with whipped cream and season with 
nilla or wine. 
“CREAM PRUNE PIE.—Wash thoroughly 
one pound prunes, cover with fresh cold 
water and soak overnight, put in double 
voller, adding more water if necessary to 
cover them, and-simmer slowly till most

CHAIRS.—If the leather is rubbed and be- 
ginning to look worn, the white of an egg 
applied with a soft rag will greatly restore 
it and make it last much longer.

SAYS SCHOOLSLAGBREIND 


Thinks the organisation Should Be 
Democratic and Accord with Spirit 
of Times, When Realiy It Is 
eratic, He Declares—Subject Dis- 
cussed from Standpoints of Teacher 
and Pupil in an Article Published 
at University Press. 


Charges that the organization of the pub- 
lic schools is undemocratic, that centraliga- 
tion of authority in superintendents is au- 
tocracy, that teachers are restricted and 
* supervised’ to such an extent that they 
have no power of initiative, are made by Prof. 
John Dewey, head of the University of Chi- 
eago school of education, in an article in 
The Elementary School, published at the 
Univeraity press. 

“I expect that my views will call forth a 
great deal of adverse cricitism from school 
superintendents and supervisors,” said Dr. 
Dewey yesterday. They are my views, how- 
ever, and Iam prepared to stand by them.” 

Prof. Dewey makes his oriticisms trom | 
two standpoints—that of the teacher and 
that of the learner. 

From both points of view,“ he says, the 


social movement; and much that is unsatis- 
factory, much of conflict and defeat, comes 
from the discrepancy between the relatively 
undemocratic organization of the school and 
the growth of the democratic principle in life 
beyond school doors. 

“The teacher has not the power of initia- 
tive and constructive endeavor which is nec- 
essary to the fulfillment of the function of 
teaching. The learner finds conditions an- 
tagonistic (or at least lacking) to the de- 
velopment of individual mental power and 
to adequate responsibility for its use.“ 


Limitations on the Teacher. 


As to the limitations imposed upon the 
teacher, Dr. Dewey oo 

“Until the pubic sthool system is organ- 
ized so that every teacher has some regular 
way in which he or she can register judg- 
ment upon matters of educational impor- 
tance, with the assurance that this judg- 
ment will somehow affect the school S | 
tem, the assertion that the present system 
is not democratic seems to be justified.” 

Realizing this discrepancy, Dr. Dewey con- 
tinues, some reformers have sought to take 
the direction of school affairs out of: the | 
hands of a body of men without expert knowi- 
edge of education and te transfer authority 
to the school superintendent. To this plan 
Prof. Dewey objects: In their seal to place 
the center of gravity inside the school sys- 
tem, to lessen the opportunities for corrup- 
tion and private pull, they have tried to 
remedy one of the evils of democracy by 
adopting the principle of autocracy. 

‘Ihe remedy ig not to have oneexpert dic- 
tating educational methods and subject mat - 
ter to a body of passive, recipient teachers, 
but the adoption of inteflectual initiative, 
discussion, and decision throughout the en- 
tire school corps,” 

Pupils Learn at Second Hand. } 

Touching on the limitations imposed on the 
pupils, Dr. Dewey says: 

Reform of education in the direction of 
greater play for the individuality of the child 
means the securing conditions which win 
give outlet and hencé direction to a growi 
intelligence. What is primarily required 
first hand experience. Until recently the 
school has Hterally been dressed out with 
hand me down garments, with intellectual 
suits which other people have worn,” 

For the purpose of giving the child first 
hand experfence and thue “freeing the 
processes of mental growth” Dr. Dewey 
advocates taking the child out of doors,

The wreck was 
caused by heavy timbers falling from a 
freight train passing on the adjoining track. 


It developed today that the car had been 


loaded with 56,400 pounds, while its capacity 


was only 40,000 pounds. Railway employés 


testified that the timber had been carefully 
loaded and that it was in good order when 
the train was made up.

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BATTLING OVER

Attorneys for Three Bandits 
‘Refuse to Accept Men Who 
Have Opinions. 


JUDGE TAKES 


Declares Some Are Not Barred, 
and Four Tentatively Are 
Placed in the Box.

How far may the court safely go in com- 
pelling a defendant to accept a juror who al- 
ready has decided that the prisoner is 
gullty? 

This question; which vexed court and pros- 
_@cution in the Cronin and anarchist cases, 
arose again yesterday in the trial of the car 
darn bandits, Gustave Marx, Harvey Van 
Dine, and Peter Neidermeier. More than a 
dozen men were called into the jury box, and 
all but one declared his belief that the de- 
. fendants are guilty. The exception was E. 
H. Mullin, 5546 Lafayette avenue, who said 
he does not believe in reading news of crimes, 


and so had d over the newspapers with 
@ glance at headlines. 
Protests at a Challenge. 


Man after man who declared his. belief in 
the guilt of the prisoners was chalienged by 
their attorneys, and excused by Judge Ker- 
Sten. Finally Assistant State’s Attorney 
Olson precipitated the issue by a protest. 
Fred J. Ranke, 35 McReynolds street, said: 

J read the newspapers, and from whatI 
read I believe these men are gullty.“ 

“Challenge for cause, said Attorney Iry- 
ing, counsel for Van Dine. 

What cause?” asked Mr. Olson. 

“He admits he has an opinion that these 
men are guilty.” said Attorney Irving. “ The 
law presumes the defendants to be innocent 
until they are proven guilty. This man pre- 
sumes them to be * . they are proved 
innocent.” 

“That does not follow. " said Judge Ker- 
sten. “If his mind is such that evidence 
bree remove that opinion, he fs a competent 

ror.“ 

“Tf it wers not so we never could get a 
Jury in a case that has obtained such pub- 
icity as this, said Mr. Olson. “ The final 
test ie this: Can the juror render a verdict 
on the law and the evidence, Itrrespective of 
what he has read in the newspapers, or heard 
from other sources?“ 


Ordered Taken, Then Refused. 


“The court may or may not accept his 
word for that ability,“ said Judge Kersten. 
“The challenge is not allow 

The defendants’ attorneys conferred, and 
finally one of them put this question to 
Ranke: 

“If you were on trial would you want to 
be tried by jurors who felt toward you as 
you do toward these men?” 

I should not,“ said Ranke, and another 
challenge for cause was allowed. 

Time after time the issue was raised, the 
court holding that the fact that a man had 
an opinion was not sufficient of itself to dis- 
qualify him. 


Accepted on Judge’s Orders. 

The defense was defeated late in the after- 
noon in its attempt to secure the dismissal of 
William R. Gregg, 415 Warren avenue, who 
also declared he believed the n 
guilty. He was challenged. 

“Could evidence remove that opinion? ” 
asked Judge Kersten. 

™ Certainly,” said Gregg. I am here to 
try this case on the law and the evidence 
and not on previous reports. I tould lay 
aside completely what I have already heard 
and the opinion I have formed.“ 

This juror is qualified,” declared Mr. 
Olson. He comes clearly within the law 
as laid down by the United States Supreme 
court in the anarchist and Coughlin cases 
and by the statutes of Illinois." 


Opinion No Bar to Service. 

Then the prowecutor read this decision of 
the late Chief Justice Waite!’ 

The theory of the law is that a juror who has 
an opinion cannot be impartial... ery opinion 
Which he may entertain need not necessarily have 
that effect. In there days of newspaper enter- 
prise and universal education every case of public 
interest ip almest, as a matter of necessity, 
brought to the attention of all intelligent people. 
It is clear, therefore, that the court will prac- 
be called upon to determine whether the 
nature and strength of the opinion formed are such 
as in law necessarily’ raise the presumption of 
partiality. 

“That is the law under which this court fs 
acting,” said Judge Kersten, and in this 
case I believe the juror’s opinion can be re- 
moved by evidence. The challenge is not al- 


lowed. 
«Four Men Left in Box. 

Gregg remained in the jury box, and was 
one of a group of four which Attorney Irving 
practically had passed upon and was ready 
to submit fo the prosecution. The attorneys 
for each of the other defendants will have 
an opportunity to examine them this morn- 
ing, and then, if not challenged, they will be 
passed over to Mr. Olson for examination. 

Bach of the defendants has twenty per- 
emptory challenges, and the state has a 
numder equal to the total of the defense. 
None of these was used. Mr. Olson selected 
tour men out of the first five presented. They 

wers excused later for cause.

ASKS FOR SIX MORE JUDGES. 


Request Made by C. . Deneen to Dis- 
pose of Extra Work in Crim- 
inal Court. 


State's Attorney Charles 8. Deneen wants 
Air more judges assigned to the Crimtnal 
court to relieve the pressure of cases waiting 
to be heard. Yesterday he sant a letter con- 
taining the request to Judge M. F. Tuley, 
ehief justice of the Circuit court, and Judge 
A. H. Chetlain, chief justice of the Superior 
court. There are forty murder cases await- 
ing trial. An tricrease of 30 per sent in the 
number of criminal cases has been one result 
of the crime crusade, according to Mr. De- 
neen, and the dockets are crowded. 
“Judge Tuley favors the plan.“ declared 
Assistant States Attorney Barnes. He 
id., if necessary, to suspend the civil 8 
nese to try the murder cases.
